Claim 67, line 24, "the canopy" was changed to -each canopy- 
Claim 67, line 24, "a rear channel wall disposed adjacent said channeling 
element and adapted" was changed to -a front channel wall and a rear channel wall 
perpendicular and disposed in direct contact with the left and right channels walls and 
adapted- 
Claim 68, line 19, "comprising a channeling element adapted to facilitate" was 
changed to -comprising a centrally disposed channeling element having left and right 
channel walls extending downwardly from an interior surface of said canopy to facilitate- 

Claim 68, line 22, "a rear channel wall disposed adjacent said channeling 
element and adapted" was changed to -a front channel wall and a rear channel wall 
perpendicular and disposed in direct contact with the left and right channels walls and 
adapted- 
Claim 70, line 17, "flow tabs disposed at" was changed to -flow tabs disposed 
and extending downwardly from an interior surface of said canopy at- 

Claim 70, line 18, "a rear edge" was changed to -a rear corner edge- 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2,4, 6-21 , 24-36, 67-70 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

Patent No. 4,343,261 teach ventilated cage racks constructed to support a plurality of 
cages with an air exhaust plenum; at least one canopy supported by the rack and a 
cage of a particular width that is of the same width or less then the width of the canopy. 
The prior art teaches air flow through the canopy and different structural components of 
the canopy that inherently influence air flow. 

The prior art of record all fails to show, and fails to make obvious, either alone 
and/or in combination comprising canopy with a centrally disposed channeling element 
having parallel left and right channel walls extending from an interior surface of said at 
least one canopy, said channeling element having a front channel wall, and a rear 
channel wall perpendicular and disposed in direct contact with the left and right channel 
walls. 

The prior art of record all fails to show, and fails to make obvious, either alone 
and/or in combination comprising canopy with flow tabs extending from an interior 
surface of the canopy at the rear corner edge of the canopy. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
